Synopsis: 

Children  and  adults  demonstrate  clever  and  un- 
usual ways  of: 

• Forming  pictures  with  shapes  and  figures  torn 
from  colored  paper,  then  adhered  to  a paper 
background. 

• Creating  designs  with  wax  crayon  and  rubber 
cement,  which  acts  as  a resist  to  watercolor 
and  tempera  washes. 

• Making  prints  by  drawing  on  glass  with 
household  cement,  spreading  paint  over  the 
glass,  then  transferring  the  design  to  paper. 
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
